DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 and 23 are directed to an allowable product. Claims 9-19, 26, 28, 32, 35 and 
39-49 are encompassed by the patentable product (Claims 1 and 23), previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 
9-19, 26, 28, 32, 35 and 39-49 hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 
CFR 1.104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in Paper No. 7 is hereby withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 24, 36 and 39-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 24, the core structure should be defined. Also, it is noted that core 
structures in Scheme 1 including the fused rings, which are not encompassed by the 
formula I in Claim 23. The core structures in Claim 23 are limited to six-mumbered rings. 

In Claim 36, the m + n ranges from 5 to 12 is vague because the m + n =7 in 
Claim 34. Claims 39-44 are rejected because they are dependent claims of Claim 36.

3. Claims 1-23, 25-35, 37-38 and 45-51 are allowed.

4. Applicant's arguments, see paper No. 10 5 filed 4/28/2003, with respect to the
